And Fifteen. 



Schfxjl will open on Monday 
September, Bth. It is but little 
more than a week. Everyone 
.should be makinvr th" n(ve.-;>ary 
preparations in order that all 
may be ready to enter on tl.c 
first day. This is c.-scp.?i:i! fcr 
j?<tod work. A pupil that enters 
late is very much handieappe<l. 
Very often he is unable to keep 
up with his grade, loses interest, 
and waatatoqnKMlMbl, or be- 
comes an idler or mischief mak- 
er. Do the right thing for your 
children and start them toaduwl 
on the first day. This includes 
high school pupila u well as 
grade papila. 

We wlah to publish a ruling of 
the Board of Truateea in regard 
tothaflntgiadtb Awmibarof 
parent* have been desiring to 
start their chiklran to school be- 
foratbayanoftlMtafri Mhool 
age, six years. Then Wl a 
number cf things to ooMidar in 
thianMw.

In 
this way it will get a fair atart 
w ith the rest of \t» jrrade aM 10' 
will do better worit. Of course 
the ragnltt tnitioB, IS.0O per 
month, will be collected until it 
s of legal achool age. But if 
the child ia not wall developed 
and »tpmg for its age it will be 
much bettor for it not to enter 
until the following session. Or 
the parents are unwilling to 
pay the tuition it will be better 
for the child not to enter as toon 
as it is of school age, but to wait 
until the following session. For 
if it enters as soon as it is of 
school age it will be unable to 
catch up with its grade and very
